Mr. ‘Wilson will take another 
party north as soon as navigation 
openg and ‘will also take rock dril- 
Iing' machinery Bo thoroughly est 
tho property. The machinery will 
foe taken by rail to McMurray, and 
®y scows from (McMurray to Fitz- 
gerald, then iby team acroges the port- 
age, and by gas boat from Smith 
to Caribou Island. The company 
owns @ gas boat which plies below 
Smith, It twas purchased from the 
Worthern Trading company. 

The Aurous company thas recent- 
ly purchased the plant and machinery 
of ithe Fort McKay Ol] and Asphalt 
company now lying at McKay, thirty 
miles below McMurray. This ma- 
ichinery twill also be taken north to 
Fitzgerald by scow and thence to the 
oil locations at Windy (Point on the 
north shore of the Great Slave Lake, 
adjacent to where the Imperial Oil 
company’s claims fre situated. The 
company have 6,000 acres of oil land 
located at Windy Point.

The recommendations re- 
garding oworkmen’s compensation 
number thirteen, and one of them !s 
to tne effect that all provinces adopt 
the idea exclusive state insurance to 
be administered by a board. It is 
also recommended that all employees 
of provinelal governments and of 
municipalities ,including police and 
firemen, be included within the scope 
of the Wworkmen’s Compensation act. 
With regard to the Factories act, 
it lg recommended that no boy under 
fourteen or girl under fifteen years 
of age, shall be employed jn any Iin- 
dustrial establishment. ‘

Attorney - General Says Sandy 
Bill Designed to Supplement 
Dominion Legislation 


TORONTO, April 29.—Temperance

Loca; merchants received their goods 
by freight and the rates had been 
twice raised since 1918, once by 15 
per cent. and once by 26 per cent., 
while the postal rates had not been 
increased.

Is Once More Clear Says 
Ll.yd George Referring To 
: Conference At San Remo 
Meeting Had Been Most Remarkable One, Declares the 
British Premier—All Suspicion Was Dispelled That 
Treaty of Versailles Was Not to Be Enforced. 


London, April 29—Premier Lloyd George, speaking in the house 
of commons today on the subject of the recent allied conference at 
San Remo, said that before the conference there had been some mis- 
understandings, serious enough in themselves, but made grave by 
deliberate fomenting on the part of very reckless persons. 

“But,” continued the premier, ‘‘I am glad to say that the sky 
is once more clear. So far as I can see, every one is satisfied at what 
happened at San Remo.’’ 

The premier declared the conference had been the most remark- 
able one in every respect held since the armistice. There never 
had been such a conference as regards satisfaction with the agree- 
ment by all the parties concerned, or the happiness which it had been 
able to bring about, he said. The conference, declared the premier, 
dispelled all suspicion that the tieaty of Versailles was not ‘to be 


enforced. 


Mr. Lioyd George said there had 
been no difference of opinion between 
the allies as to enforcement of the 
treaty. A misunderstanding arose, he 
declared, over the question as to who 
should put down the disturbance in 
the Ruhr datr'ct, which threatened 
the peace, not only of Germany, but 
of Europe. The French thought it 
ought to be suppressed by the allies, 
the premier asserted, but all the 
othors believed it should be left to the 
Germane, 

Difference Scttied 

Thies difference had been settled, 
Mr. Lioyd George said, and the Ger- 
mans informed that the moment the 
German troops in the Ruhr district 
were reduced to the proportions fixed 
by tho alles last August, the French 
troops would be withdrawn = from 
Frankfort and Darmstadt.

advocated by some powerful person- 
ages and journalists in France. 

“I hardly need assure the house’ 
Mr. Lioyd George sald, “that M. Mil- 
lerand and his associates readily and 
sincerely gave assurance that the vast 
majority of the people of France were 
just as much opposed to a policy of 
that kind as the people of Great Bri- 
tain. I attach enormous importance 
to that.”

who no doubt thought Great Br tain 
did not mean to enforce the treaty 
with regard to reparation and disarm- 
ament, There was no difference of 
opinion on disarmament, Mr. Lloyd 
jeorge sald, but when it came to or- 
ering disarmament there was no one 
in Gétmany who seemed to have tho 
power to enforce the decrees, and that 
was one of the greatest difficulties 
the allies had to face. 

“The'r guns and aeroplanes we 
must get,” Mr. Lioyd George declared. 
“That is essential, We cannot allow 
these terrific weapons of war to be 
left lying about. Regarding repara- 
tion. we want to know what proposals 
Germany js going to make for l:quid- 
[Sane her liability. 


“We know perfectly well that in 
her present condition, she cannot pay, 
but we want to see that Germany 
really acknowledges her liab lity and 
is thinking about the method of liqui- 
dating it. Let a German miniater come 
to Spa with some definite proposal re- 
| garding the sum she can pay and the 
methed by which she proposes to pay, 
or any other suggestion for the liquid- 
at’on of her Habilities.”’ 

Turning again 
disarmament of Germany, Mr. Lloyd 
George sa'd he had heard from the 
British officer in charge of the des- 
truction of weapons, that the Ger- 
mans had faithfully given an account 
jof all their guns, “Regarding rifles,” 
the premler said, “Very great dffi- 
culty 1s being experienced, The men 
jhave not given them up and that ifs 
a danger, not only to the peace of 
Europe, but to the Internal peace of 
Germany.” 

A Broken-Backed People. 


The premier dealt mainly with Ger- 
many. He referred to the German 
government's difficulty In getting its 
decrees obeyed and emphasized that 
the Germans were “a broken-backed

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Running True To Form. 


The latest device of the public 
school board for getting rid of 
money is the decision to appoint 
an inspector of the city schools. 
As we have already a superintend- 
ent whose business is to inspect, 
direct and supervise the conduct 
of the schools, and a principal in 
direct and personal charge of the 
operations of each school, and as 
the Provincial Department of 
Education maintains inspectors 
whose duty it is to inspect the 
work of the teachers and the pro- 
gress of the scholars, the need of 
a special inspector appointed by 
the school board is not apparent. 
The decision looks, in fact, a good 
deal more like a scheme to create 
a well-paid job for somebody than 
a move to round-out the school 
staff organization with another 
vitally needed official. 

The board made a further bid 
for fame on Wednesday evening 
by asking the city council to have 
the charter so amended that civic 
elections would be held early in 
October. That is a time of the 
year when it would be absolutely 
impossible for ‘the taxpayers to 
have before them any detailed 
knowledge of how the council 
and the school board had spent 
or wasted the year’s taxes. and 
the voters would of necessity have 
to vote for platform professions 
and promises, rather than in ap- 
proval or condemnation of what 
had been done as the means of 
determining what should be done 
in the year following. No doubt 
it would be vastly to the political 
advantage of the present school 
board majority—or of the present 
eonncil majority—if the elections 
could be brought on at a time 
when their record could not be 
brought into review and a verdict 
rendered upon it by those who 
have to foot the bills. If having 
squandered money as they are 
squandering it, the wasters were 
able to keep the voters from know- 
ing how and how much until it 
was too late to take action at the 
polls, their chance of being able 
to squander for another year 
would be decidedly improved. 
The prospect rather is that the 
council majority will take up the 
Suggestion of their rival spend- 
thrifts on the school board and 
try to ‘‘put it over’’ at next ses-

The River Is Clear. 


The Saskatchewan cleared of ice 
on Wednesday afterrvon,, April 
28th. This (Thursday) morning it 


is quite free of ice. In 1890 
and in 1907 the records show 
that the river cleared on April 
29th. In 1909 the date given 
is May 6th. Of all other 


years from 1881 to the present, 
1920, these three are the only in- 
stances in which the clearance of 
lee was later than this year, The 
earliest date is April 5th in 1910. 
In 1885 it was April 7th, In the ma- 
jority of cases the clearance was 
between the 15th and 25th of 
April, so that this year is not more 
than a week or ten days later than 
the average. 

While the spring is late, it is not 
so extremely late as to make any 
serious disarrangement in the sea-| 
son’s farm operations, so far as the | 
period of actual growth is con- 
cerned. The season of preparation 
of the soil is shortened, which will | 
of course affect the acreage of crop | 
flown. This condition is accentu- 
ated by the fact that very little] 
plowing was done last fall, owing 
to the early setting in of winter. 
| All conditions are favorable for a 
good yield of the crop sown, but | 
jare not favorable for a large acre-| 
age being sown.

RAILWAYS TO STOP 


May Be Starting Point for Gen- 
eral Movement for National. | 
izing Railways ° 


Paris, April 209—The Gencral 
Federation of Labor of France to- 
day decided to support the ratl- 
waymen’s federation by ordering 
a general strike to begin at mid- 
nisht of May 1. 

Paris, April 29—Orders for a gen- 
eral railroad strike issued by the exe- 
cutive committee of the railroad feder 
ation on Tuesday, calling for @ walk- 
fout at midnight Friday, were issued 
conditionally and will become effective | 
In case the general labor federation 
gives full support to the movenfent, |! 
{s understood. The strike order may be 
suspended by subsequent action by the 
executive committee of the railroad 
workers union. 

Officials of the general labor federa- 
tion are now discussing the question of 
giving support to the railroad men by 
calling a strike in other trades. 

Extremists, who have captured con- 
trol of the railroad workers’ fedeva- 
tion, are attempting to make the May 
Day strike a starting point for an un- 
limited general strike for the nation- 
allzation of public utilities. In the 
past plans for the day have contem 
plated a mere demonstration by labor 

The strike notico was made subject 
to the approyal cf the general*iavor | 
fedcration because the executive com- 
mittee of the railroad federation does} 
not wish to risk failure, owing todack 
of support from the parent organiza- 
tion, 

Delegates of the railnoaders were 
closeted with the executive committee 
of the Beneral federation until late 
Wednesday night, trying to persuade 
or force the latter to support revolu- 
tionary plans. More than diplomatic 
secrecy has been maintained as to this 
consultation, but as far as can be as- 
certained, no decision was reached, 
the labor federation being opposed in 
principle to political strikes, The exe- 
cutive committee of the labor federa- 
tion will see Premier Millerand today 
and a meeting of the cabinet has been 
called to consider the situation. which 
is confused, but very grave.
